Petitions by American 
industry for higher tariffs 
on imports have reached a 
post-war high, but the 
Government’s score stands 
at 6-2 against them. 

A total.of, 25 applications for 
increased protection have been 
filed, gach charging that im- 
ports wert seriously cndanger- 
ing domestic production. 

Tho Tariff Commission _ has 
acted on nine applications since 
the Trade Agreements ‘Exten- 
slon Act of 1951] was adopted 
15 months ago. In four -casts, 
relating to motorcycles, bluc 
mold cheese, spring clothes pins 
and ground fish fillets, the 
Commission declined to make 
any recommendation to the Pre- 
sident for modifloation of the 
existing tart, .
